Deterioration of t!ic Coinage. 
Il has been discovered by the Mini author- 
ities that in,- intelligent or intoiligflile life 
of coins i< mnoh shorter than it "as prior to 
the ih'ti'odtlctioii of the railway Bystem and 
cheap traveling. People move about now 
iiiuii' frequently than they used, and so does 
money. Whether the former wear our 
sooner fjoni tb.'.r greater activity is a proLlem 
for social economists, but that the latter doc* 
is certain. Towards the close of the last 
century careful experiments deduced the 
fact that deterioration among ten year old 
silver coins of the various denominations 
was as billows ; — Clowns', 31 percent ; half- 
crowns, 10 percent ; 8hilliogs,24J per cent.; 
and sixpences 3 82 Kl.hs por cent. Now the 
loss 18 nearly as follows on coins ol the same 
a;;e: — Crown-, a tier cent : bal;'-cio« it-. 1 1 
per cent. ; shillings, 30 per cent. ; sixpences, 
45 pel cent. ; and threepences over 50 per 
cent. 

This Increase 1 i* evidently duo to "fast 
living," so to speak, and the weakest indi- 
viduals, or ai any rate the smallest, suller 
most from its consequences. Thogold coin- 
age does net deterioiate in anything like the 
Mime ratio, nnd this Irorn obvious cause*. 
It it. not subjected in anylhiug like the same 
conr«e of iieaiment. It moves in higher 
and more elrcb Inscribed oifdlos, is only a 
b "i.l t, mler when of legal weight, anil is 
(h'erefoiti pyrse,iJ with more pa,re U' der tin* 
ptjlrtemonUait system'. Of copper and bronze 
moneys, pence and helfpenee su£'er the most 
i ipi I ilelerioraiion, farthings beln^ the lon^- 
e.i lived id' the three denomination*. Thej 
nro ad loken« o: value merely, and their 
shortcomings an! less noticed, und, indeed, 
•if lar less consequeuce lo the public. A 
sufficient time has not yet elapsed to enable 
l)j Jo judge of Iho durubility.il the bronze 
coinage, but frnra the hanlnosa of the metal 
of which it is composed, comparatively with 
that ol copper, we prognosticate for il greater 
longevity. Once oxydation lias done its 
work of deepening the colour ami hardening 
ihe sorface of the bronze.' it will undoubt- 
edly become more Mainly and less miIjoci 
to loss by abrasion or '•waste" than it is in 
its present transition stale.
